AGREE ON TERMS 


Armistice: of Elght dan Wi 
Be Signed Tomorrow by 
Turks and Alles, 


FOOD FOR BESIEGED TOWNS 


Armies to’ Remain Passive; $250,- 


000,000 indemnity if Terkey 
Keeps Adrianople. — 
SERVIANS WELCOMED AT DURAZZO 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Dee. 1. midnight.— 
The signing of the protocol of the armistice 
has been postponed until. Tuesday in order 
to give an opportunity to the representatives 
of all the allies to sign. 

The Greek delegate required forty-eight 
hours in which to secure the necessary au- 
thority from his government. 

It is said that the duration of the arms 
tice has been fixed at eight days, but that 
it will be prolonged another seven days, if 
nect 

Although the terms of the armistice wil! 
not be known until after the signatures are 
affixed, nevertheless, it is understood that 
they have been considerably reduced, as eom- 
pared with the original demands of the 
league. 

They provide practically for the meinte- 
nance of the positions which the belligérents 
at present occupy and for revictualing the 
beleaguered towns. 

It is believed that the Ntter point 16 re-

The meeting of the delegates in the peace 
negotiations have been held near the bridge 
spanning the river Karasu, between Tcha- 
talja and Hademkeul. The Bulgariane ar- 
rived on horseback on both Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 

On Thursday Nazim Pasha, the Turkish 
commander in cHief, entertained at lunch- 
eon. The Turks arrived early, but there was 
no sign of the Bulgarians. 

Presently the approach of a train from 
Tchatalja was reported. Nazim Pasha was 
skeptical, not believing that the Bulgarians 
could repair the bridges which had been 
blown up. A Bulgarian train soon appeared. 
however, and fourteen sat down to lunch. 
Gen. Savoff, the Bulgarian chief, found 
Nazim Pasha talked Turkish, while the 
others used the French language. It seemed 
to be a cordial gathering. 


Terms of the Armistice. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

LONDON, Dec. 2, 8 a. m.—The terms of the 
armistice, according to the Constantinople. 
correspondent of the Standard, provide that 
the armies shall remain In their present posi- 
tion and céaée intrenching, reiiforcing, or 
bringing up ammunition. 

Adrianople and Scutari shall not be evacu- 
ated, but their garrisons shall receive rations 
daily sufficient for one day. 

Bulgaria, the correspondent adds, is wil) 
ing that Adrianople shall remain Turkish, 
provided Turkey will pay an indemnity of 
$250.000,600 
Ashmead Bartlett in a dispatch from Con- 
stantinople to the Daily Telegraph says the 
news that Adrianople was included in the 
armistice and that the garrison wae to be 
fevictualed daily came es @ complete and 
agreeable surprise. This cdficession by the 
Balkan representatives is regarded as a proof 
of their genuine desire to arrange a lasting 
peace as early as possible. | 
It is considered that the future negotiations 
are far more likély to end in a peaceful set- 
tlement because the negotiatéers win not be 
embittered by a continuance of the struggle 
around Adrlanople and will not be weighing 
each word according to thé struggle there 
taking a favorab\ or unfavorable turn.

WILSON TO LIMIT CALL. 


_Demoerats Hope to Clean Up Pre- | 


liminary Work on Tariff 
2 Revision. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 1.—[Spectal. 1 
Congress will meet at noon tomorrow, but 
will do nothing until caucuses shall have 
deen held by the Democrats of the senate 
and bythe regular Republicans of the senate, 
A conference is also to be held by the Pro- 
gresives and the progressive Republicans, 

The leaders of the three parties confess 
they are at sea as to the policy each should 
adopt with reference to legislation, both dur- 
ing the dying session of the Sixty-second con- 
gress and during the extra session to be 
called by President Wilson. 

Senators Dixon and Poindexter have an- 
nounced they will not participate in Repub- 
lican caucuses. It will be their ffort to per- 
suade progressive Republicans to refuse to 
respond to the call of Senator Gallinger, the 
official Republican leader, and to meet with 
them as a distinct and separate political or- 
ganization. 


Wilson May Limit Call. 
According to information which has 
reached senate leaders from Bermuda, Presi- 
dent Elect Wilson has decided to limit his 
call for the extra session to the tariff and 
an income tax. 
The latter can be considered only in the 


event that four more states ratify the con- 


stitutional amedment authorizing such legis- 
lation. Some of the members of the senate 
and house believe currency reform should 
be acted upon at the extra session and they 
will so represent to Mr. Wilson. 

The new president has said he is not fa- 
miliar with the banking and currency situa- 
tion and it may be he will prefer to let the 
matter hold over for a year. 


Smith Urges Preliminary Work. 

Senator Hoke Smith of Georgia, who is 
looming large in Democratic councils, is 
urging that all preliminary work in con- 
nection with the tariff and income tax be 
done during the impending session. 

“I think we should do everything we can 
in the way of consideration of tariff duties,“ 
he said tonight, “ preparatory to determin- 
ing what legislation we want when the extra 

‘session begins. The men who will do the 
‘work in the senate must keep in touch with 
the men who will do the work in the house, 
80 as to reconcile differences and assure 
harmonious action. 

“ My own view is we should not have an 
omnibus tariff bill, but that the Aldrich law 
should be revised schedule by schedule. 

I think it is possible a graduated income 
tax proposal will be considered. If we could 
perfect our currency bill it might be well 
also for it to be acted upon during the extra 
session. If we knew what we wanted in 
the way of a currency bill it would be de- 
girable to pass it in order to put the country 
in shape where it would have a safety valve 
egainst a sudden * of the cur- 
rency.” . 

Bailey May Lead e 

If the senate Democrats proceed to the 
consideration of the tariff during the session 
which begins tomorrow it will mean that the 
hearings will,be conducted under the direc- 
tion of.Senator Bailey of Texas, an Aldrich 
conservative, or, if h resigns, as he has 
threatened, of Senator Simmons of North 

Carolina. who also is a n Demo- 
erat. 

Senator Simmons {s in favor of an imme- 
diate investigation of ‘the tariff, not only 
because. it will expedite the work of the extra 
session but because it will-end to strengthen 
his chances for attaining the chairmanship 
of the finance committee. 

_ The free trade Democrats and the pro- 

gressive element of this party in the senate 
do not look with-favor upon such a promo- 
tion for Simmons. They would prefer the 
selection of Senator Williams of Mississippi. 

If the progressive Democrats can have 
their way Senator Martin of Virginia will be 
deposed from Democratic leadership and 
Senator Clarke of Arkansas named in his 
stead. President Wilson is expected to pour 
oll on the troubled waters and endeavor to 
effect a harmonious arrangement between 
the two factions. 

Speaker Clark and Representative Mann, 
minority leader in the house, conferred yes- 
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claims there will be no time for genera] legis- 
lation. Deducting holidays, days set apart 
for District of Columbia legislation, calen- 
dar Wednesday bills, claims, and other mat- 
‘ters for which the rules make special pro- 
vision, there will be only twenty-six work- 
ing days left for the passage of appropria- 
tion bills and any other measures. 
Representative Underwood also asserts 


there will not be time for action outside of 


the appropriation bills. 

The senate and house may pass the bills 
for the amendment of the constitution, pro- 
viding for a single presidential term of six 
years and for changing the date for the 


inauguration of the president and the con- 


vening of congress. The Democrats aleo 
want passed a bill creating a ent ot 
la bor. 

President Taft is most ! that the 
workmen's confpensation bill, which passed 
the senate, shall be approved by the house. 
It is not likely his wishes will be observed. 
The progressive Democrats in the house 
headed by Representative Sabath of Chi- 
cago, regard the senate bill as tog conserva- 
tive and too favorable to the railroads. 

Many Inquifies on Foot. 

There is one phase of work at which con- 
gress will be busy, however. It will begin 
numerous investigations immediately: after 
it convenes tomorrow.

Senate committees will 9 their in- 


quiries into campaign expenses, the trust 
question, and the Mexican revolution, and 
perhaps may examine allegations concern- 
ing the qualifications of four members Pen- 
rose of Pennsylvania, Du Pont of Delaware, 
and Chilton and Watson of West Virginia— 
to their seats in the United States senate. 

The house will continue its policy of in- 
vestigating the affairs of the Republican ad- 
ministration. The money trust inquiry will 
get under way next week, but it is difficult 
to forecast whether it will be a sincere effort 
to get at the truth. At present the white- 
washers” appear to be in the ascendancy, 
and unless they are routed the inquiry will 
fizzle out ina few weeks, without d 
ing anything. 

After Merchant Marine Trust.“ 

The merchant marine committee will con- 
tinue its effort to determine whether there is 
a trust in transoceanic and coastwise ship- 
ping.

In the next congress this system should 
be overturned and the younger Democrats 
and the northern Democrats given their 
share of important committee places.”

Has Authority for Terms? 

A dispatch to the Chronicle from George 
Rehwick, its Constantinople correspondent, 
says: 

“ I have the best authority for stating that 
the Balkan alliance and Turkey will most 
likely agree upon the following terms: 

The Bulgarian frontier to be thrown for- 
ward about ten miles to the north of the 


4 vilayet of Adrianople, leaving Adrianople 


and Kirk-Kilesseh, the fortifications of which 
are to be demolished, well within Turkish 
territory. The frontier line will then follow 
roughly the Maritza valley, 

In return for Adrianople and Kirk-Kiles- 
seh, Bulgaria receives Kavala and Dedee- 
gatch, with a new western frontier running 
from a little beyond Kavala northeast to 
Bulgaria’s present border. 

“Turkey also agrees to the auténomy of 
Macedonia and a large section of Albania, 

The Servlans will retain their ancient 
capital—Uskub. 

The Ottoman government has no objection 
to ceding to Servia a strip of the Adriatic 
littoral adjacent to the Montenegrin coast. 

“The Greek frontier will be extended to 
Monastir. 

The decision in regard to the enlargement 
of Montenegro and the question of the San- 
jak and Saloniki have not been much dis- 
cussed. It is probable, however, that the 
latter will be anexed to Greece. 

** Montenegro, in addition to Scutari and a 
tract adjoining the ‘southeast frontier, wili 
be offered a large portion of the Sanjak, the 
Servian frontier being moved forward a lit- 
tle to meet Montenegro.“ 


DURAZZQ WELCOMED SERBS. 


Durazzo to the Daily Telegraph says: 

“The Servians entered Durazzo without 
firing a shot. They were actually welcomed 
by the citizens. Their entry was common- 
place. With almost religious solemnity the 
worn, ragged Servian troops marched out of 
the mountains into the town. 

An Austrian steamer, with wireless, left 


the harbor as the Servians arrived, cutting 


off telegraphic communication, which existed 
only through its wireless service. 

The vanguard of Servian horsemen, ac- 
companied by citizene who had gone forth 
to meet them, was welcomed in the city in 
behalf of the Moslems by Mohammedan 
priests, while the Christians were represented 
by the metropolitan.

Frank. Ryan Will Be First to Take 


Stand After osecution Closes Its 
Direct Evidence. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 1.—As the first of 
the witnesses for the defense, and himself 
the most prominent defendant, Frank M. 
Ryan, president of the International Aseo- 
clation of Bridge and Structural Iron Work- 
ers, probably will testify at the dynamite 
conspiracy “ trial tomorrow at the Glove of 
the government's case. 

The government announced it would close 
its case with one more witness. The de- 
fense is to follow with the customary motions 
for the dismissal of certain of the defend- 
ants on the ground that the gorernment has 
not sustained its charges against them. 

President Ryan has bten at the head of 
the union for seven years. He was present 
when John J: McNamara, the secretary- 
treasurer, Was arrested at the headquarters 
in Indianapolis in April, 1911. He, with 
other officials, is charged with appropriating 
the union's money to carry on a dynamiting 
campaign against nonunion work, in con- 
nection with.which the McNamara brothers 
are now in prison in California. 

District Attorney Miller stated that within 
a few days he would insist on an enforce- 
ment of the court's ruling that fourteen 
defendants must furnish new bonds or re- 
main in jail between sessions of court. Her- 
bert S. Hockin, Edward Smythe, and James 
E. Ray are still imprisoned in default of 
new .bonds.

“The high cost of living is a perplexing 
topic for discussion. 

“In considering the subject, ‘What of Co- 
Operative Buying?’ the great aim in co- 
operation is to increase production and get the 
product to the consumer as economically as 
possible. 

The closer relationship between the con- 
sumer and the producer is the only effective 


be lowered and thus eliminate the middlemen, 
whose enormous profits have got to ceme out 
of the consumer. It is the consumer who 
should be interested in the saving which can 
be made by the direct distribution of his 
necessities. 

“ Potatoes, the principal staple of food (ac- 
cording to the federal bureau of labor re- 
port), have advanced in the last decade 111.9 
per cent, the highest increase of any com- 
modity on the list. As a contributory cause 
of the increase is the boosting of prices by 
speculators who corner the supply, which sim- 
ply means that their, profit has got to come 
out of the household ‘allowance. 

“Even with the cold storage facilities for 
the keeping of farm produce, prices have in- 
creased to the benefit of the speculators finan- 
cially and taxed the purse of the consumer. 

“There are large tracts of land suitable for 
producing the farm products which can still 
be secured at low prices, and, if developed 
on the cotperative plan to the benefit of the 
consumer, who, as a member, will subscribe 
a small sum to establish the enterprise, the 
high cost of living could be reduced at least 
one-half. 

“In order to meet the increased demand at 
higher cost created by the rapidly growing 
population, an equitable plan for increased 
production and an economical distribution 
should be evolved. 

“Professional men, business men, artisans, 
and all workers should study this problem 
seriously and intelligently and cotperate in 
encouraging production to the end that the 
can be lowered.
